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INTEODUCTION. 



The following pages contain a series of examples of a 
class of documents -which, have hitherto attracted little 
attention among antiquaries. They consist of rolls of 
vellum, on which was written with great care, in bold 
elegant handwriting, a synopsis of English history, from 
the earliest period to the time at which they were 
written. They are usually illustrated with drawings, 
sometimes illuminated, of the kings and their queens and 
children, whence they have been spoken of as genea- 
logical rolls of the royal family ; but with a little con- 
sideration we may understand their true character. The 
old feudal gentleman, in his manor-house with his family 
and guests, had, no doubt, frequent need of some such book 
of reference on questions connected with the history of his 
country ; and, indeed, he required such popular historical 
manuals as these for the instruction of his children. In 
the baronial hall, after dinner, when the lord of the manor 
was seated with his guests and followers around his table, 
songs were sung, and historical as well as romantic poetry 
was chanted, often connected with old questions of 
family or with the political movements of the time ; and

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to decide these or assist in tlie discussion, tlie head of 
the family would bring forth his historical roll. Hence 
I have thought that the best title to give to these rolls 
is 'a feudal manual of English history,' and we thus at once 
understand their purpose and utility. Moreover, when we 
look upon them in this point of view, these rolls present 
new points of interest. They furnish us with the facts 
of English history as they were received in mediaeval 
times ; and sometimes we may find an anecdote or an 
opinion which is new to us ; and, which is quite as im- 
portant, they give us the amount of knowledge relating 
to the history of his country which it was considered 
that an English baron or gentleman of the . feudal period 
ought to possess, as well as its special colour and charac- 
ter. This is a fact of no little value, if we would fully 
understand the transactions of those times. 

Most of the EngHsh gentry of the feudal period seem 
to have possessed manuals of this description, which, 
when they were no longer used, were preserved by their 
descendants and successors as family relics among their 
other books and papers long after their meaning was 
forgotten ; and thus they have remained shut up in 
boxes of family records and in neglected cupboards, until 
our own time, when they are accidentally brought forth 
as curiosities. In fact, they do not belong to what are 
called, strictly speaking, our national records. Yet there 
is another circumstance connected with them which is 
not without its interest. 
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We might suppose, from what I have said, that similar 
manuals would have been in use among the feudal families 
in all countries where feudalism prevailed. Yet this 
seems not to have been the case. I have never been able 
to meet with an example of similar rolls in any country 
except England. I have been informed, by a French 
antiquary of good authority, that there is or was in the 
National Archives of France in Paris a single example, a 
roll, which he behoved to contain a manual of French 
history, but this appears not to be quite certain. It is 
true that the family papers of the old feudal families in 
France have perished more generally than in England ; 
but I think that there appear to be sufficient reasons for 
believing that these feudal manuals were peculiar to 
England, though copies might be carried hence into other 
lands. 

The universal language of Feudalism was the French. 
The political system of Feudalism had arisen in France, 
and it carried the French language with it wherever it 
went. It is the language in which the oldest of these 
manuals are written, and they aU reproduce one text, with 
only such variations as we might expect to find in the 
manuscripts of a mediaeval popular work of this descrip- 
tion. They no doubt represent the orginal model of the 
manual as it was made for the feudal gentleman, which 
we might almost describe as the " Goldsmith's History 
of England" of feudal times. We also find such manuals 
in Latin, of which I give two in the present volume. 
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These were probably made for feudal barons who were 
ecclesiastics, for Latin was the language of the church; 
The texts of these Latin manuals differ entirely from each 
other and from the French model, and contain entries 
relating to the promotions or deaths of ecclesiastics which 
show for what class of society they were designed. 
I have only met with one of these rolls written in the 
English language. It belongs to the reign of Henry VI, 
or of Henry VII, the period when, in our country, 
the English language had taken the place of the French, 
especially in the North of England. This roll, which 
is elegantly written and illuminated, has perhaps been 
made for some high and wealthy family on the north- 
ern border, and especially relates to Scottish history 
and to the international wars and rivalries. 

I have said that these historical manuals are not tisuaJly 
found among our national records, but that they have 
been preserved among the papers of old famUies, whence 
they are sometimes brought out as objects of curiosity, and 
so come into the possession of private collectors. It was in 
this manner that, a few months ago, the first of the manuals 
printed in the present volume came into the possession 
of my very respected friend Mr. Joseph Mayer of Liver- 
pool, whose love for historical antiquities is known to all 
who are interested in historical research. Mr. Mayer 
communicated the roU to me, and, on my explanation of 
its character and interest, expressed the wish to print it. 
On further consideration of the subject, it was resolved 
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to publish a small collection of these manuals, and the 
result is the volume now given to the pubKc, which 
contains all the rolls of this description with which I am 
at present acquainted. They are six in number — three 
in French, two in Latin, and one in English ; and the 
following notes will, I think, give a sufficient idea of their 
several peculiarities. 

I. The first on our list is the one already mentioned, 
now in the possession of Mr. Joseph Mayer. It com- ' 
mences with king Ethelber^and brings the history down 
to the reign of Edward I, early in whose reign it appears to 
have been written. It presents, in fact, every characteristic 
of a good manuscript of the latter half of the thirteenth 
century. It is a perfect example of the model text of 
the feudal manual of English history, in its origkial 
language, French. 

II. The original of our second manual, also in French , 
is preserved in the British Museum, where it is marked 
among the Additional MSS., and numbered No. 21,368. 
It is brought down to the reign of Richard II. and it is 
called in the title given to it in the Catalogue in the 
British Museum, a " Genealogical Roll of the Kings of 
England from Egbert to Richard II." 

III. The British Museum has also furnished our third 
example of the manual, which is marked among the 
Lansdowne Charters as " Rot. No. 3." This history is 
brought down to the reign of Henry III, and was Avritten 
probably in the first half of the thirteenth century . %ut4^ 
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If we compare these three Manuals together, we see 
that they all belong to the same text, with only such 
variations as are usually found in the different copies of 
the same books in the early manuscripts. They are aU one 
and the same Manual of English History — in fact, the 
Manual designed for the use of the feudal class, of which 
there was one text, no doubt looked upon as the text of 
authority. Perhaps some of the variations were dictated 
by the person for whom the copy was made, or by the 
knowledge which the copyist possessed of his sentiments. 
Of course, under circumstances which we might explain 
if we knew intimately the history of the roll, we find 
additional paragraphs, a curious instance of which is fur- 
nished by our Manual No. II. It appears to have been, 
on one side of the vellum, either an abridged copy of the 
Manual, or a copy of the original Manual when it was 
not quite so complete as we find it at present. Some 
possessor of the roll has, apparently, had it collated with 
other rolls, and the additional matter, and perhaps other 
additional items, added on the back of the vellum {in 
dorso). In printing this roll in the following pages, I 
have inserted these additions in their places, with a t 
in each case at the beginning of the paragraph, to 
indicate that it is taken from thel^ack of the vellum. 

There is another purpose to which the back of the 
vellum of these rolls was often applied. The original 
Manual in French belonged to a social circle, in which the 
popular literature of the age, represented especially by the 
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metrical romances, occupied much of the leisure of the 
household, and in fact these were no doubt read and 
chaunted at the table in the feudal Hall. This was, 
of course, the business of the minstrel who attended 
at the table, and who gave the popular poetry from 
his memory ; but we might expect that the family 
which possessed one of these feudal manuals would often 
be sufficiently interested in the popular literature of the 
time, especially in the poetry, of which chiefly it con- 
sisted, to wish to preserve copies. The back of the roll, 
which in copies of this Manual was left blank, ofiered a 
ready place for such copy or copies ; and we find a good 
example of this in the first of the Manuals printed in the 
present volume, that of which the original is in the 
collection of Mr. Mayer. On the back of this roll is 
Avritten one of the medieval romances in French verse, 
that of Idoine and Amadas, a full account of which, with 
an analysis, is given by M. Emile Littre, in the twenty- 
second volume of the Histoire Litteraire de la France. 

IV. The fourth of our Manuals is in Latin. It forms 
a small roll of vellum, and is preserved among the 
Campbell Charters in the British Museum, where it is 
numbered xxi. 4. It differs entirely in its character 
from the French Manual, although it has been made to 
serve the same purposes. I have already remarked that 
the Latin Manuals appear to have been made for the 
Ecclesiastical barons, whose special language was Latin. 
To a certain degree the clerical Manual might be ex- 
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pected to present somewhat of the character of the 
monastic chronicle, which was the chronicle of English 
history made for the monks, placed, no doubt, in their 
library, and used for giving information to those who 
had no historical manual of their own, and came to the 
monks to seek their knowledge. Just so, the Latin 
manual here given has more of the character of a chro- 
nicle ; it begins with a rather full history of the fabulous 
period, founded upon the story of Geoffrey of Monmouth, 
which is continued by a series of entries of historical 
events under their dates, quite in the style of an ordinary 
monastic chronicle, down to the year 1314 ^he seventh 
year of the reign of Edward I I. 

A very slight view of this Latin manual is sufficient to 
shew that it was made for an ecclesiastic. It contains 
numerous notices of the promotions or deaths of bishops 
and other ecclesiastical dignitaries, especially of the dio- 
ceses of Lincoln and Coventry, and of the foundations of 
religious houses ; among the latter of which we may 
mention that of Merevale in Warwickshire (Mirival), 
Tiltey in Essex (TUeteya), Stanlawe in Cheshire, Crokes- 
den in Staffordshire, and Witham in Essex (Witenham). 
The bishops of whom the promotions and deaths are 
more especially recorded here are those of Lincoln, from 
which we might be led to suppose that this manual of 
EngHsh history was made for some ecclesiastic, or at 
least by some ecclesiastic, in the Lincoln diocese. But 
we have, in the text of the roll itself, the means of fixing 
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more exactly the locality in which it was compiled, and 
to which it belonged.. We soon discover, in reading it, 
that it belonged to a monastic house, to an abbey, in 
which, when we consider what we have already had to 
say in regard to the feudal manual, its place was probably 
the monastic hall rather than the monastic library. Among 
the dignitaries, therefore, whose promotions or deaths 
are recorded in this history, we might expect to find the 
abbots of the house. We thus find (p. 101), under the 
date of A.B. 1273, that in the December of that year died 
William de Lincoln, the thirteenth abbot, and are im- 
mediately told that he was succeeded by Walterus de 
Hotoft. When we refer to Dugdale's Monasticon, we 
find that these two names belonged to two successive 
abbots of the abbey of Thornton on Humber, in the 
county of Lincoln. 

Comparing these with some other allusions in the 
text, there can be no doubt that this Latin manual of 
history belonged to the abbey of Thornton -on -Humber, 
in Lincolnshire, having been made probably by one of the 
monks of that house for the abbot. There appears to be a 
break in the chronicle after the year 1289, perhaps indi- 
cated by the words Hie dimisi, and the continuation which 
follows is probably the work of another compiler, whose 
first entry commemorates the departure of Walter de 
Hotoft from the abbacy. From this date the entries in 
this chronicle are continued without interruption to the 
year 1314, that of the death of king Philippe of France, 
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when this roll appears to have been concluded. Thornton 
is at present a village on the banks of the Humber, but 
there are still considerable remains of its ancient abbey. 
It is curious that the abbot and monks of this house 
seem to have taken an interest in the affairs of Wales, of 
which this historic roll contains some curious notices. It 
also takes particular notice of the troubles in Scotland. 

V. The second of our Latin manuals is a mucli finer 
roll than the first, and it contains so many curious narra- 
tives of Welsh afl^iirs, such as the rebellion of Owen 
Glendower, that we can hardly doubt that it was made 
for some feudal baron on the borders of Wales. This re- 
markable roll in the original begins with a small illumina- 
tion of Adam engaged with a spade digging in his 
garden. Then are given the names of Adam's children. 
Then follow the names of their children and descendants 
in smaller circles, and the biblical genealogy is thus 
traced down to Noah, and from him through a variety 
of fabulous personages down to the Trojans and to 
Brutus, and we are thus brought to the old British 
history. As we go on, the British history occupies the 
centre or main column of the roll, with the right side, 
while the left side is occupied by the northern and 
Teutonic peoples from whom our English peoples are 
derived. At length we come to King Lucius, the reputed 
first Christian king in our island, and then we have the 
histories of the Roman, British, and Saxon kings. Ah 
the history, in all thi,s early part of the roll, seems to be 
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of no value, and is accompanied with equally useless 
genealogical tables of the fabulous kings which would 
give great inconvenience in printing, I have thought 
better to omit them, and I have here begun this roU 
with the famous name of Arthur. Hence the roll is here 
carefully printed to the end. It wiU be seen that the 
compiler has given in the margin on the right hand side 
the names of the Welsh princes contemporary with the 
English and Norman kings. These names of the con- 
temporary Welsh princes are, indeed, continued after the 
accession of WUliam the Conqueror down to the reign of 
Henry VI, with which this roU concludes. It may be 
remarked that the left margin of the text of this roU is 
occupied by a descending line of the successive archbishops 
of Canterbury from the time of St. Augustine to the 
reign o f Henry YI. 

Of the history of this roU little is known. After it 
had passed away from the descendant of the family to 
which it originally belonged, it found its way among the 
London booksellers, and came thus into the possession of 
Mr. John Camden Hotten, in whose catalogue of topo- 
graphical books, published in 1864, its title appears. It 
passed thence into the possession of a gentleman in 
Wales, who is the worthy representative of several of 
the best of the old families of former times, both Welsh 
and English, T. L. Duncombe Jones Parry , Esq., M.P., 
F.S.A., etc., of Madryn Castle , near Pwllhel i in Caer - 
narvonshire, by whose kind permission we are enabled to 
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print this curious historical manual in the present 
volume. 

VI. The last of the manuals contained in our volume is 
the history already mentioned as written in the English 
language. It is a broader roll than any of the others, 
and is handsomely written in pure English, except that 
here and there it betrays marks of a North-Anglian 
or Scottish dialect. And when we look through it, 
we find so many and constant allusions to Scottish 
history, especially to the risings and wars of the Scots 
against England, which, at the time of its compila- 
tion, were quite recent, that we feel that it must 
have had a close relation with Scotland, and we might 
be led to suppose that it was made for some great 
English family on the border. It was the opinion, how- 
ever, of the compiler of the manuscript catalogue of these 
charters, now placed in the Reading Room of the British 
Museum, I suppose Sir Frederick Madden, and probably 
he was right, that this manuscript was made for our King 
Henry VII , and this opinion seems to be confirmed by 
that king's arms illuminated at the commencement of 
the roll. 

The original French feudal Manual has one peculiarity 
which must not be overlooked. It had at the head, or 
commencement, a sort of description of England, and of 
some of its peculiarities, and of its partition into several 
separate kingdoms, which was arranged in a large circle, as 
radiating from its centre towards the north, south, east, 
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,nd west. This preliminary account concludes with some 
jatin verses, and appears to have been compiled chiefly 
rom the introductory matter in the History by Henry 
if Hiuitingdon. In the first of the Manuals here printed, 
hat belonging to Mr. Mayer, this introductory sketch, 
)eing naturally more exposed to injury than the rest, 
lad been so much torn and effaced, that I thought i t 
)etter to omit i t, and have roerely commenced with the 
listory of the kings, which immediately follows this 
ntroductory matter. The second copy of the Manual 
)egins imperfectly, a part of this introductory matter 
)eing torn off, but I have printed here what remains, 
onsisting chiefly of the Latin verses on England men- 
ioned before. These Latin verses are taken from Henry 
if Huntingdon's copy. As the last of the French rolls, 
he third, was the only one complete, I thought it 
.dvisable, with it, to print the whole of this introductory 
natter, which I have given in rather a smaller type than 
he rest of the text, and I have not sought to arrange i t 
g a circle, like the original .*

'he latter word appears to be very distinctly written in the MS., but it may 
erhaps be intended to be read as Tonecestria, and may be thus intended 
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Thei'e is one other remark I wish to make on these 
curious literary rehcs, which refers to their shape. The 
roll appears to have been the original form of the book, 
and was no doubt derived to medieval times from the 
Romans. The Greek and Latin books found in the 
libraries of Herculaneum were written in rolls, as were 
also those which have been found in the monuments of 
Egypt. This accounts for the Roman word for a book, 
volumen, or volume, which, derived from the Latin verb 
volvo, means hterally a roll, and was preserved in the 
feudal language derived from the Latin. The modern 
form of the book was no doubt derived from the tabula, 
or table-book. There is a curious illustration of this 

for Towcester in Northamptonshire. In the printed text of Henry of 
Huntingdon (in Savile's Herum Anglicariim Scriptores post Bedam), 
these lines are introduced and given as follows (p. 299).

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subject in an engraving in my new history of domestic 
manners, The Homes of Other Days, p. 109. It is taken 
from an illuminated manuscript of the Norman period. 
A party, apparently of monks or scholars, are seated 
together reading and discoursing. Two of them distinctly 
hold in their hands rolls, which are both unrolled for 
reading, and the third holds a tabula, on which he 
appears to be writing. The form of the roU for the 
book was continued through the Middle Ages, and as it 
gradually went out of use before the book in its tabular 
or more modern form, the old form was preserved only in 
official libraries, and it is thus that we have the rolls of 
parliament, the household roUs, and the record rolls of 
various descriptions, which mean literally parliament 
books, household books, and record books. The materials 
from the earliest periods appear to have been vegetable 
in some shape or other. The Egyptians, Greeks, and 
Romans, down to a low period, used the papyrus or 
paper. But the Romans are said to have used first 
the bark {liber) of a tree for that purpose, from whence 
is derived the Latin word liber, a book. Our own 
word booh, derived directly from our Anglo-Saxon fore- 
fathers, is another form of hoc, beech, which is said 
to have been the material they used for writing. The 
use of parchment, or vellum, for writing, was universal 
in the European Middle Ages, and appears only to have 
finally given way to paper in the course of the four- 
teenth century, on the approach of the art of printing. 
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As some may find a difficulty in reading this old 
French of the early texts of the Feudal Manual, I have 
thought it best to accompany the first copy with a modem 
English translation. This I have not considered necessary 
to repeat in the other copies of the same text ; and I 
have not thought it at all needful to give a translation of 
the Latin texts, and still less so of the English.

This Alfred, the son of Ethelwulf, reigned after his brother Ethelbred. 
He was a clever man, and wise in all things. He was the first king of all 
who was anointed, and who took the crown of the whole kingdom from 
the pope Leo. He kept such good peace in England that he caused to be 
hanged up nh.i. iii H of gold in common passages and along the ways, where- 
of he caused such peace to be established that no passer-by was so bold 
that he dared take or plunder anything. Of those rents which belonged to 
him annually, he ordained thus : he caused all his rents to be divided into 
two parts, one of which parts he divided into three, and assigned one 
part to his servants of his court, the other part to his workmen in divers 
places, and the third part to poor strangers. And the other half of

And he had seven servants in his chapel appointed 
especially to announce the hours, and to take care of the light, and thus 
he distinguished by equal candles all his life. He reigned in great labour 
twenty-eight yeai-s and a half, and died, and was buried at Winchester.

This Alfleda was the wisest of all secular women, so that by her sense 
and by her knowledge she aided much her brother Edward to govern the 
kingdom.

After 
this arose a quarrel at London, in a soler (upper room) over the Thames, 
between king Cnut and the aforesaid earl Edrith, and the earl said 
reproachingly to the king, " I deserted my rightful natural lord, and 
caused him to he slain, and delivered up the kingdom to thee." And 
the king, snatching the word from his mouth, said, " Thou hast spoken 
to the injury of thy head. Thou shalt die by just judgment, because 
thou hast slain thy natural lord and my brother in law." And imme- 
diately his feet and hands were bound, and he was thrown into the 
Thames. And thus perished the earl. King Cnut reigned twenty years, 
and was buried at Winchester. 

This Edward fled into Hungary on account of Cnut the tyrant, where 
he begat those who are here written. But the generation of Margaret 
went before them.

This Margaret was the daughter of Edward, the son of Edmund Iron- 
side, king of England, who arrived in Scotland by violence of the winds, 
which drove her thither by chance on the sea. Whom Malcolm king of 
Scotland took to wife, upon whom he begat a daughter who was 
named Maude. Whom the first king Henry of England married after- 
wards, for the great love which had been long between them. Of whom 
he begat afterwards a daughter resembling her mother, in virtues and in 
name. This Maude, daughter of king Henry, was afterwards married to 
Henry the emperor, that is, in the year of grace a thousand and one 
hundred and ten. Afterwards the emperor died without heir, and the 
empress returned into England to her father king Henry, who was after- 
wards married to GeoflFrey Plantagenet, earl of Anjou. Of whom she 
had a son, who was named Henry. This Henry, after the death of his

He was 
a king of so great liberality, that he caused to be laid out every day 
four times a royal meal in his court. And in one particular year, that 
is the second of his reign, he was found dead in a drinking-bout, and 
was buried at Winchester.

In the year of grace a thousand and forty-two, Edward, son of King 
Ethelred, was recalled from Normandy where he was bred ; and he 
reigned after the Danes as rightful heir. He by strength of the English 
took to wife the daughter of Godwin the strong, earl of Kent, who was

And the peaceful Edward reigned 24 years and 
6 months and 20 days. And so departed this life for the celestial king- 
dom on the eve of the Epiphany. And Edgar Atheling, regarding the 
affairs of England in tribulation, after the death of his uncle, he caused 
his ships to be furnished, and entered both himself and his sisters, and 
had in purpose to return into Hungary, where he was bom and bred. 
But through a tempest which then arose on the sea, they arrived in 
Scotland. And this was the cause that Margaret, the daughter of 
Edward, who was son of Edmund Ironside, was married to Malcolm, k ing of

This St. Edward, a man of pity and full of justice, after he began 
to reign, he awoke the law, which was asleep 68 years, by the counsel 
of the baronage of England, and afterwards confirmed it ; and, when it 
was confirmed, it was called the law of King Edward, not because he 
found it first, but because it was left and forgotten since the days of King 
Edgar, his ancestor, who first found it, as people say, until his time, that 
is 68 years. This Edward renewed it, and gave it to keep as his.

Cronicles hetivene England and Scoland sitlicn the 
Gommyng of Brute. 

The noble and miglity man Brute, which descended of 
the noble blod of Troye, with many of the same blod, 
arrived in this land, that tyme called Albyon, inhabitede 
with geauntes, whom by his mighty powair slewe and 
overcom, and called this lande Bretayne, after his awne 
name, and the people Bretons. He reigned her all his lif, 
and had .iij. sones, that were called Locrinus, Albanactus, 
and Camber, among whom he devided this land in this 
maner. To Locrinus al that part which is called England, 
that tyme called Logre ; to Albanactus that part which 
now is called Scotland, that tyme called Albany ; and to 
Camber that part no we called Wales, which that tyme he 
called Cambria ; reserving to Locryne, his eldest sone, 
the royal dignite. And after the deth of the said Brute, 
every of the same his thre sones entred into their landes. 
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It happened that two yeres after the deth of Brute, a 
king called Humbre entred into Albany, and slew Alba- 
nact, brother to Locrine. Locryne knowing that, cam 
into Albany, and chassed Humbre, which fled, and was 
drowned in a ryver which is no we called Humbre for that 
cause. Then entrede the said Locryne into the land of 
Albany, and toke it to hymself. 

Also Dunwald, king of Bretayne, slewe Satern king of 
Scotland, for his rebellion, and put is lande in . . . Belyne 
and Bren, sonnes of the said Dunwald, after the deth of 
their fader, in subjection departed this reame betwene 
them, so that Locryne shuld have the crowne of Logre, 
Cambre, and Cornwayle, now called England, Wales, and 
Cornwayle, and Bren, to reigne undre hym, shuld have 
Albany, nowe called Scotland ; for it was the old custume 
among Trojanes that the dignite of th' enheritaunce shuld 
remayne alwey to the eldest sone. 

In the tyme of king Arthur, Scottes besieged the citd 
of Yorke, then being therin Howell, king of the Lesse 
Bretayne, cousyn to king Arthur, and he with an hooste 
cam thider and descomfited the Scottes, and chassed 
theym into a marice, and there besieged they soo long till 
they were almost famysshed. And then bisshoppes, ab- 
bottes, and men of religion, forasmoch as they were 
Christen people, besought the same king Arthur to take 
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theym to his mercy and grace, and to graunte theym a 
porcion of the same cuntr^ to dwell in under everlasting 
subgection. The king, understanding their lamentacions, 
moeved with pitie, toke theym to his grace. And ther- 
upon they com to hym, and fell down before hym, and ded 
hym homage and feault^ and were sworn his liegemen 
and subjettes. And then ordeyned Angesell to be king 
of Scottes. Also the said king Arthur, holding his royall 
fest at CarHon, had there al the kinges that were subjettes 
unto hym, among the which the said Angesell, king of 
Scottes, ded his due service for the reame of Scoteland, 
and bare king Arthur swerd before hym. 

In the yere of cure Lord Jhesu Christ ix°- and oone, 
Edward king of England, son to king Alvered, had under 
his dominacion and obediens the kinges of Scottes, of 
Humbre and Stretgle Waleys, as it appereth in Cronicles 
writen by Marion, a Scotte, Roger of Hovyden, and Wil- 
liam Malmesbury. 

In the yere of oure Lord ix°xxiij", the same king Edward 
was president and gouvernour of all the people of England, 
Cumberland, Scottes, Danes, and Bretons. 

King Atheist one conquered Scotland, with many grete 
batailles, and as he lay in his tente besides York, the king 
of Scottes feyned him to be mynstreU, and harped before 
king Athelstone, oonly to espye his ordenaunce, and his 
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people the same night com to the kinges oste, and slewe 
Targe archebisshop of York, and all the people in his 
company. The King had no wepon to defende hymself, 
and prayed to God and to seynt Adelme of socour, which 
by miracle toke him a swerd lq his hand, and therwith he 
descounfited al the Scottes that night. Then ordeigned 
king Athelstone, and made Constantyn king of Scottes to 
reigne undre him, seyng that it was more glorioux and 
worshipfuU to mak a king, then to be a king ; and after 
his said victory, he yave due laude and thankes "to God 
and to saint Johan of Beverley, and besought hertily that 
by merite of the said saint Johan he might have som 
knowelege and evident tokyn, by the which they that 
were at that tyme, and also tho that shuld succede him, 
might parfitly knowe if the king of Scottes, and the re- 
belUous of Scotlond, ought to be subjettes to the reame of 
England. After the which his devoute prayers, he sawe 
rokkes besides a place called Dumbarre, and he drewe 
oute his swerd, and smote into a stone, which yave place 
irnto the swerd, and was made holowe by Goddes might 
and vertu the lenght of an elne, which evidence and prouf 
yet endureth unto this day, and is rehersed in the legende 
of Saint Johan in the chiirche of Beverley for a perpetuall 
memory. 

In the yere of oure Lord .ix-'xlvij. Eldrede, king of 
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England and brother to king Adelstone, toke homage and 
feanlt^ of Irisy king of Scottes, and Malcolm king of 
Cumbreland did homage to king Edgare, and besides 
theym twey had subjettes unto hym syx othre kinges, 
that is to wit, Malcom king of the lies, Dunwald, Siferth, 
Howel, Jacob, and Inkhill. The said king Edgare, sitting 
in a barge and stering the same in a water called Dee, 
made the said king to rowe the barge, and said, " My 
successoures may be joyfull to have the prerogatif of so 
gret worship, and to have in subgection the powair of so 
many kinges." 

In the yere of oure Lord M'xvij, Knute, king of England, 
conquered and subdued in bataUl Malcolm, king of Scottes, 
and toke of him homage and feault^. 

In the yere of our Lord M'lvj., Saint Edward, king of 
England, toke from Malcolm, king of Scottes, his lif and his 
kingdom, and made Malcolm, son of the king of North- 
umbreland, king of Scottes. 

In the yere of our Lord M'lxviij. WUliam conquerouv, 
king of England, vaiaquished in bataill at Albruch Malcolm, 
king of Scottes, and toke of hym feaultie and homage. 

Malcolm king of Scottes did also homage and feaultie 
to William Eufus, king of England, which William Rufus 
afterward deposed and put Dunwald from his kingdom of 
Scotland, and for certain causes reasonnable and rightfull

made Duncan, son of Malcolm, king of Scotfces, and toke 
of liym due homage and feaultie, in the yere of oure Lord 
M"iiij'"' and xiij. And after that the same Duncan was 
slayn. Then the said Dunwald usiu'ped the kingdom 
ayene, but king William Eufas put hym out, and made 
Edgars, the son of Malcolm, king of Scottes, which did to 
hym his due service. 

In the yere of oure Lord M' c, after the deth of king 
William Rufus, succeded hym king Henry his brother, 
and in the vij* yere of his r eigne the said king Edgare 
died, and after hym reigned in Scotland Alexander, brother 
to the said Edgare, by graunte and suffrance of the said 
king Henry. 

David, king of Scottes, did homage furst of al temporal 
men of England to Mawde emperesse, doughter and heire 
to the said king Henry. 

In the yere of oure Lord M'c.xxxvj., in the furst yere 
of the reigne of king Stephyn, the said David, king of 
Scottes, required to do his homage, wherunto he refused, 
because he had doone it before tyme to the said Mawde 
emperes. That notwithstanding, Henry, son of the said 
David, did his homage to king Stephyn. 

In the yere of oure [Lord] M'- cl. William, king of 
Scottes, and David, his brother, and all the erles and barons 
of the realme of Scotland, becom liegemen to Henry, king 
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of England, son of Henry the second, and did hym homage 
and feaultie in the morne after his coronacion, saving the 
feaultie that they ought to his fader lyving. 

In the yere of oure Lord M'.clxxv., and in the xx. 
yere of the reign e of king Henry the second, the said king 
William of Scotland rebelled, and com into Northumbre- 
land, making grete warre and slaughter, wherfore the 
knightes, gentilmen, and yemen of the counties of York 
and Northumbreland assembled and toke the same king 
William at Alnewik, and brought hym to king Henry into 
Normandy, and thider went Richard, bisshop of Saint An- 
drew, and other bisshopes and lordes for his delivraunce. 
To whom he was delivred, and after that ther was made 
a composicion and accord bitwixt the said kynges, which 
composicion was with the grete seal of Scotland sealed, 
and also with the seales of all the nobles and lordes of the 
same realm e, conteigning that from thensforth they shuld 
hold the reame of Scotland of the king of England, and 
therto they did homage and feaultie. 

In the yere of oure Lord M'c. iiij"" and v., in the moneth 
of August, at Carlile, Rouland Talnaten, lord of Galwey, 
did homage and feaultie to the said king Henry, with al 
that helde of hym. 

In the xxij" yere of the reigne of king Henry the second, 
Gylbert, son of Fergis, prince of Galwey, com into England, 
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and did homage and feaultie to the said king Henry, and 
leide Duncan his son in hostage for conservation of peax. 

After the deceasse of king Henry the second, the said 
William, king of Scottes, com to Canterbury, and in the 
presence of Teobald, archebisshop there, he did homage 
and feaultie to king Richard. 

In the yere of cure Lord M'c.iiij'"'.xix. Johan, king of 
England, sent to William, king of Scottes, to come and do 
his homage, which William com to Lincoln in the moneth 
of Decembre the same yere, and did his homage there 
upone a hill in the presens of Hubert, archebisshope of 
Canterbury, and of al the people there assembled, and 
there he was sworne upone the crosse of the said Hubert ; 
and also he graunted, and by his chartre conformed, that 
he shuld mary Alexander his son, as his liegeman, alwey 
to hold of the king of England, promitting also the same 
king William that he and his son Alexander shuld kepe 
and hold feith and allegeaunce to Henry son of the said 
king Johan, as to theire chiefe lord, ayenst almaner men. 

In the yere of oure Lord M'cc.xvj., in the xxxv. yere 
of the reigne of king Henry, son of king Johan, the same 
king Henry and the quene were at York, at the fest of 
Christmasse, for the solemnizacion of a mariage, made in 
the fest of saint Stephyn the martir the same yere, be- 
twene Alexander, king of Scottes, and Margaret, the kinges 
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doughter, and there the same Alexander did homage to 
the king of England. 

In buUes of divers popes were monicions made to the 
kinges of Scottes, that they shuld observe and truely kepe 
suche appointementes as have ben made betwene the 
kinges of England and of Scotland, and that the kinges of 
Scotland shuld hold the reame of Scotland of the kinges of 
England, upon peyn of curse and enterditing. 

Also, there as William, king of Scottes, had put Johan 
archebisshop of Saint Andrewe out of his bisshopriche, 
pope Clement wrote to Henry, king of England, that he 
shuld meove and enduce the same William, and, if nede 
were, require, or ellis by royal powair compelle hym to 
leve his rancour ayenst the said bisshope, and suffer hym 
to occupie and holde his said bisshopriche. 

In the yere of cure Lord M'cc. Ixxiiij. Edward, king of 
England the furst after the conquest, was crowned at 
Westmestir, in the fest of th' Assumpcion of cure Lady, 
at which solempnite was Alexaunder, king of Scottes, 
which did homage then to the said king Edward. 

In the yere of oure Lord n'ociiij^^ij, and in the xxj. 
yere of the reigne of the said king Edward, Johan BalioU 
was chosen king of Scotland, at Norham, by al the lordes 
of Scotland spiritual and temporal and commons, and by 
th' assent and suffraunce of the said king of England. He 
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was crowned at Scone, and did his homage at Newcastell, 
in the fest of saint Stephyn the martir, and there all the 
lordes of Scotland sware feaultie to the said king Edward, 
and every of theym set his seale to a composicion, made 
in writing, to kepe true feith and obedience to the said 
king Edward and to his heires, kinges of England, for 
evermore, as to their chief lord of Scotlande. 

In the yere of oure Lord M'cc.iiij"xv. the same Johan, 
king of Scottes, contrary to his feith and allegeaunce, re- 
belled ayenst king Edward, and com into England, and 
brent and slewe. Whempon king Edward, with a grete 
hoste, went to NewcasteU upon Tyne, and passed the 
water of Twede, and besieged Barwyk, and gate it, and 
the castell of Dunbarre, and were slayn xv.^vij" Scottes, 
and soo preceded furth, and gate the casteU of Rokys- 
bargh, and the castelles of Geynburgh, Strynchyn, and 
Godworth, and his people forreyde al the land. The same 
Johan, king of Scottes, considering that he was not of 
powair to withstande the said king Edward, sent his 
lettres and besought hym of treatie and peax, which the 
same king Edward benignely graunted, and sent unto hym 
ayene that he shuld com to the towne of Brethyn, and 
bring thider the grete lordes of Scotland. The king of 
England sent thider Antony Beke, bisshop of Durham, 
with his royall powair to conclude the said treatie, and 
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tliere it was aggreed that the said king Johan and all the 
Scottes shuld barely and clerely submitte theym self to 
the kinges will, and that submission to be perfourmed, 
the said king of Scottes leiede his son in hostage and 
pledge, and therupone he made his lettres, sealed with 
the comon seal of Scotland, by the which he knowleged his 
symplenes and his grete offence doon to his lord Edward, 
king of England, and so with his full powair and free will 
yelded up all the land of Scotland, with all the people and 
homages of the same. Then the said king Edward went 
furthe to see the mounteyns, and he imderstanding that 
all was in quiete and peax, turned to th' abbey of Scone, of 
chanons regulers, where he toke the stone that is called 
the regal of Scotlonde, upon the which the kinges of Scot- 
land were wonte to sitt in the tyme of the coronacion for 
a trone, and sent it at Westminstre, commaunding to make 
a cheyre therof for prestos singing masses at the high 
auter ; which cheyre was made, and standeth yet there 
this day. 

In the yere of cure Lord M'cc and xvj. the king helde 
his parlement at Berwik, and there he toke homage sin- 
glerly of all the lordes and nobles of Scotland, and for a 
perpetuall memory of the same, they made theire lettres 
patentes, sealed with their grete sealles, and than the king 
of England made William Waren, erle of Surrey and Sus- 
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sex, wardeyn of Scotland, Hugh of Cressingham tresorer, 
and William Ormesby justice. And then sent he the king 
of Scottes to the towre of London, and Johan Comyne, 
th' erle of Badenanth, th' erle of Bohan, and othre lordes of 
Scotland, to warde into divers places on this side the 
Trente. And after that, in the yere of oure Lord 
M'cc.iiij''''xvij., at the fest of Cristmas, the king called be- 
fore hym the said Johan, king of Scottes, and all thoes 
that he so had committed to warde, and saide that he 
wold not distroye ner bren their castelles, townes, ner 
landes, but he wold be recompensed for his costes and 
dommages susteigned in his werre. Wherupbne the said 
King Johan, and al other that were in warde, answered 
and said that they hade nothing, for their lyves and deth 
were in his handes, with their goodes. The king, upon 
that answere, moeved with mercy and pit6, graunted 
theym their lyves, so that they shuld doo their hommage 
and feaulte ayene. And thenipone the said king Johan, 
and all the other aforesaid, did hommage and made their 
othes solemply at the high awter in the church of th' abbey 
of Westmynster, upon the holy sacrement of oure Lordes 
body, that they and every of theym shuld holde and kepe 
true feith, obedience, and allegeaunce to the said king 
Edward, and to his heires, kinges of England. And wher as 
the said king of Scottes shuld see the kinges baner of 
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England displayed, lie and all his shulde drawe therto, 
and that he ner none of his from thensforth shuld here 
armes ayenst the said king of England, or any of his 
bloode ; and soo the king rewarded with gift the said 
king Johan and his lordes, and suffred theym to departe 
into Scotland, whiche in their weye thiderwardes yma- 
gined alwey howe they might oppresse the said king Ed- 
ward, and to distroye his realme, and to come to their 
propos the same Scottes sone after sent to the Frensh 
king for his socour and helpe, which sent theym shippes 
to Berwyk stuffed with men of armes, the said king of 
England then being in Flandres. 

In the yere of oure Lord thousand two hundreth foure 
score and eightene, the king went into Scotland with a 
grete hoste, and the Scottes assembled in grete nombre 
of men, with whom the king faught at Fawkirk on sainte 
Mary Magdalene day, and there were slayne of the Scottes 
party about Ix. M'., and their capten, called William Wa- 
leys, flede, and afterward was taken, and hanged, drawen, 
and quarterd at London. After that, the Scottes re- 
belled ayene, and all the lordes of Scotland, whiche chose 
Robert Bruys to be king, except oonly Johan Comyn, erle 
of Carry ke, which wold not consent therto because of his 
othe made to the king of England, and therfore the said 
Robert Bruys slough hym at Dunfrise, and was crowned 
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at Saint Johans towne. Wherupon the king of England 
assembled a grete hooste, and rode throughoute all Scot- 
land, and discomfited Robert Bruys, and slewe the nombre 
of viiij.M'- Scottes, or theraboutes, and suche lordes tem- 
poral as were then taken they were put to deth, because 
they were falsly forsworne. 

In the yere of oure Lord M'ccc.xix. king Edward the 
seconde, with Thomas erle of Lancastre, and many othre 
lordes and grete hooste, went into Scotland, aboute the 
fest of sainte Mary Magdalene, to werre ayenst Robert 
Bruys, king of Scottes, then denonced openly accursed 
tliurgh all England by commaundement of the pope for 
disobedience and broking of trewes that the pope hym- 
self had set and ordeyned betwixt theym afore that tyme. 

In the yere of oure Lord M'ccc.xxvj. king Edward 
the iij'* after the conquest, was crowned at Westmynster, 
and in the v"" yere of his reigne, Edward BalioU, right 
heir to the kingdom of Scotland, com and clayme it. 
Then drewe to hym divers lordes and gentilmen which 
had title to divers landes there, either by theym self or 
by their wyfes. And the said BalioU and they went into 
Scotland by the see, and landed to Kinghorne with iiij. 
M' Englishmenne, and there they disconfited x. M' Scottes, 
and slewe vij°, and then they went furth to Dunfermelyn, 
wheras the Scottes assembled ayenst them xl.M'., and in 
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the fest of saint Laurens, at a place called Gastymore, 
otherwise called Gladmore, were slayne on the Scotish 
partie .v. erlis, xiij. barons, c.lx. knyghtes, ij. M' men of 
armes, and many othre, soo that fewe of theym escaped. 
And on th'English partie were slayn but xiiij. personnes. 

In the vij"" yere of king Edwardes reigne, he assembled 
a grete hooste, and come to Berwik upon Twede, and 
leyde siege therto. And to hym com Edward BalioU, 
king of Scottes, with a grete powair to strength and ayde 
hym. The Scottes come oute of Scotland in .iiij. bateUes, 
wele armed and arrayed. And the said kinges of England 
and of Scotland in likewise ordred and sett their people 
in .iiij. bateUes, and upon Holydonhille, beside the towne 
of Berwik, mete thies two hostes, and there were dis- 
confited of the Scottes .xxxv. M'. and vij. c, wherof were 
slayne .viij. erles, M'.ccc. knightes and gentUmen. This 
victory done, the king retourned to the towne of Berwyk, 
and the towne with the castell was yelden up unto hym 
withovit defense. 

In the viij. yere of the said king Edwardes reigne of 
England, Edward BalioU, king of Scotland, com to Newe 
Castell upon Tyne, and there did his hommage to the 
same king of England. 

In the yere of oure Lord M'.ccc. xlvj. David Bruys, by 
exhortacion of the Frensh king, rebelled and com into 
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England with a grete hooste unto Nevelles Crosse, and 
tharchebissliop of Yorke, with divers temporal lordes, 
faught with theym, so as the said king of Scottes was 
taken, and William erle Douglas and th'erle Moryf were 
brought to Londone, and many othre lordes slayne ; which 
David did homage also to Edward king of England. 

In the .XXX. yere of the kinges reigne, and in the yere 
of oure Lord M'ccclv. the Scottes wan the towne of 
Berwyk, but not the castell. The king com thider with 
a grete hooste, and anone the towiie was yelden without 
any defense. Edward Balioll king of Scottes, considering 
then that God did so many mervelous and gracious 
thinges for king Edward of England, with his propre 
voluntare wille gaf up the crowne and the reame of 
Scotland to the said king of England, at Eokisburgh, by 
his lettres patentes. And sone after the king of England, 
in presence of all his lordes spirituall and temporall, lete 
crowne hymself king there of the reame of Scotland, and 
ordeigned al thing to his entent, and then com into 
England. 

James Steward, king of Scottes, was ayding and attend- 
ing upon king Henry the v"" in his werres in Fraunce to 
the day of his decesse, and the same James, with divers 
other lordes, brought the bones of the same king Henry 
to Westmynster. 
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In the moneth of January, the jere of oure Lord 
M'cccc.xxij., the foi"said James king of Scottes did homage 
to king Henry the vj"' at Wyndesore, and in the jeve 
next folloTving, in the moneth of Februaiy, the said 
James Avedded dame Jane, doughter to Johan erle of 
Somerset, in the church of saint Mary Overey in South- 
werk.
